Ita ain 
should be finding and effectively: 
treating all cases of infectious syp- 
hilis'in any community. This means 
all cases of syphilis of less than five 
years duration, including early con- 
genital syphilis, and all women hav- 
ing syphilis during. pregnancy. All 
other cases of syphilis can be forgot- 
ter, as a communicable disease pro- 
viem. We agree with Keys, who. states 

“that eight. .out of ten persons with 
syphilis cease. to. be infectious after 
three years, even though they do not|_ 
receive treatment; 99 out of 100 
ceasé.to be infectious after four 
years and the proportion of infec- 
tions from persons’ ‘with «syphilis: of 
more :than five years standing is in- 
tinitesimal.” 

It is'a responsibility of our health 
departments to supply follow-up ser- 


cases of syphilis lapsing treatment. 
It is: not necessarily their responaibil- 
ity to do so for late non infectious 
cases. 

What, therefore, is the status of 
present efforts at syphilis control? 
We are recognizing only 25% of our 
early cases, and effectively treating 
only 25% of these. This means that 
only one case of early syphilis in 16 
is adequately controlled. 

“Such tests and reports shall not 
be made a matter of public record 
but shall be available to local health |’ 
officers and to physicains treating 
the patient.” 

It is felt that this law will accom- 
lish much towards the eradication of 
congenital syphilis in Michigan. The 
test should ‘be a part of the routine 
examination of every pregnant wo- 
man, regardjess of her social or fi- 
nancial status, at the time of the first 
examination. It is hoped that lay edu- 
cational efforts will help in bringing 
such women to their physicians early 
in pregnancy. If the presence of syp- 
hilis is recognized by the fifth month 
of pregnancy ‘and adequate treat- 
ment given, the birth of a normal 
baby is almost assured, This is the 
highest type of preventive medicine. 
The discovery of the presence of syp- 
hilis at delivery through a cord Was- 
sermann, although desirable if pre- 
vious test could not be made, is in- 
adequate, since the most highly effec- 
tive treatment for congenital syphilis 
is preventive treatment given the 
mother before delivery. The new 
birth certificates ate now in use. It 
is hoped that the great majority of 
our birth certificates will show that 
the test has been made early in preg- 
nancy. 

In the first place, we are going to 
treat cases who have had syphilis for 
less than four years. Exceptions to 
this rule will be: we will treat all cas- 
es of syphilis for prenatal women; we 
will also treat cases that show some 
special sign, that are infectious -or 
that present such symptoms as syp- 
hilia of the eye. Aside from these, we 
will not undertake the treatment of 
syphilis.

U.S. Weather Men Tell Army How Large Dams Must B

must be at maximum intensity: and 
duration. The run-off from such a 
rain determines the size of the 
dam and—more especially—the size 
of the spillway.. Huge; losses may 
be avoided if the dam and spillway 
are big enough to withstand any 
flood that may develop. Huge sav- 
ings result when ‘construction does 
not exceed needs for which the dam 
is built. : ; ; 
Rainfall records and hydromete- 
orological specialists of the United 
States weather bureau provide the’ 
corps of engineers, United States 
army, with’essential information on 
possible maximum precipitation 
in a number of watersheds or basins 
where flodd-contro] projects are un- 
der way. The figures. turned over 
to the engineers by the river and 
flood division of the: weather bureau, 
represent the maximum in rain 
intensity and duration that. may be 
expected. The biggest rain that 
may. be expected would, equal any 
big rains that have fallen, or might 
fall, on the river basin in question. 


reau considered all big rains in that 
part of the United States and de 
‘termined whether or not they might 
have fallen on the upper Arkansas 
watershed. The probability of a big- 
ger rain than the hypothetical rain 
is a virtual impossibility, says the 
weather bureau. 

The weather bureau has figures 
on the maximum rainfall for other 


such watersheds. Among them, the 
Arkansas riyer basin above Caddoa, 
Colo., the St. Francisriver above 
Wapapello, Mo., the White river 
above the Mud Mountain damsite 
in Washington, Wolf creek above 
Fort Supply in Oklahoma,"and Milk 
creek in Cincinnati. It is planned 
to make a similar study of all prin- 
,cipa] river“basins in the country.

I. Lamentation—in- the~ Midst of 
Prosperity (v. 1). 


he had been a herdsman. came 


‘Amos, the man of God, to hur! his 


prophecy of disaster upon the heads 


and to take up a lamentation over 
those in Israel living in luxury and 
prosperity. 

True it was that the common -peo- 
ple were being ground under the 
-heel of cruel oppression, .but who 
cared about the poor as long as they 
could be squeezed for taxes to-sup- 
port the luxurious comforts and 
pleasures of the rich? A prosperity 
which does not reach the homes oh 
-the-poor-is-not-a_real -prospe 
all. When in addition thereto it en-. 
courages the “‘haves”’ to oppress the 
“have-nots” it becomes a grave dan- 
ger, a real cause for lamentation. 

Il. The -Reason—-Sin Which Hates 
Reproof (vv. 10-13). 


Sin is always a horrible thing, but 


when men who have fallen ‘into: sin’ 


are responsive to correction. and 
ready to repent and forsake their 
sin, there is hope. The thing which 
made Israe]’s state so serious in the 
sight of God and of His prophet was 
that they,-had only hatred for those 
who were bold enough to reprove 
them or to live among them accord- 
ing to God’s standards (vv. 10, 13). 
“They who will endure no criticism 
have slammed the door in the face 
of truth. When we get to the place 
where we cannot endure having our 
faults pointed out, we are on the 
way to moral collapse” (Douglass). 
The sin which had thus hardened 
their hearts showed itself in social 
inequality and injustice which was 
built upon greed, oppression, cor- 
ruption in the courts, etc. The shock- 
ing picture which Amos paints bears 
a surprising similarity to conditions 
in our world today. Let us face the 
problem and seek its solution.
